72 che City ot London, conſidering how the infection of the Plague is diſperſed in 

diuers and ſundꝛy places neere about this City, Doe fox the better pꝛeuention 

of the increaſe thereok within the laid City, (lo far as it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſſe 

mans endeauours) hereby ſtreightiy charge, and in his Maieſties name com⸗ 

mand all manner of perſons within the ſald City and Liberties thereof,to take 
notice of, and obſerue theſe ſeuerall Articles enſuing, Viz. 

Firſt, that all the ſeuerall Jnhabitants within this City and Liberties 
thereof,doe from hence foꝛth daily cauſe their houſes to be kept ſweet, the ſtreets 
and lanes befoze their doozes to bee paued, and cleanſe d of all manner of ſoile, 
dung, and noiſome things whatſoeuer, and the channels thircofts be kept 
cleane, and waſht, by water to be poureddown.o let running into the ſame. 

That no Uagrants oꝛ Beggars doe pꝛeſume to come, oꝛ pꝛeſſe together in 
Multitudes to any Buriall, oꝛ Lectures oꝛ other publike meetings, whereby to 
ſeeke oz gatne reltefe as hatij deene lately vied, but that they and cuery of them 
vpon enery Burtall, doe repaire to ſuch places torecetue the Almes, Charity oꝛ 
Keliefe, as they ſball haue notice giuen them by the Officers of the Pariſh, 
wherein they doe reſide, 

That no idle Uagabond, and vagrant Perſons doe pꝛeſume to come, wan⸗ 
der oꝛ remaine in and about this Citie and Liberties thercot either to begge reliefe oz otherwiſe, And ik any of them ſball 
be found, oꝛ taken to offcnd therein, Then they and euery of them to be appꝛehended by the Conſtables andwarders with⸗ 
in this Citie and being punilbed, to be paſſed away accoꝛding tothe Lawes and ſtatutes ofthis Realme, in that caſe made 

nd pꝛouided foz, = EE 
; Thatthe Feaſts and Meetings at Hals, Tauernes, oꝛ other places within this Citie oꝛ Liberties. vſed to be made by 
the Lountrimen of any Shire. oz other place within this Realme, 2aſilings, and Fencers Pulſes, Sheu es, oz the like, 
which hath been a cauſe of gathering 1 ulti.udes together, be now foꝛboꝛne, and not attempted to be made by any perſon oz 
perſons whatloeuer, vntill the City and the places adiacent ſhall bee cleare ot the pꝛelent infection (which God of his 
mercy grant. 8 

Thar no Fruiterer.o2 other Seller of Fruite. Labbages. Kootes oz Herbes, doc keepe 02 lay bp inany their houſes, 
warehouſes oz other place within this City oꝛ Liberties thereof, any Apples. Herbes, Roots, Cabbages, oz other fruite 
whatſocuer, other than in the warehouſes anciently vſed foz ſuch purpoſe, lying in oz about Tyameſtreet, oz the places 

reunto adioyning, 
64nd fox the better and moꝛe due perfozmance of all and euery the pꝛemiſles, the ſald Loꝛd Mayoꝛ and Aldermen doe 
hereby ſtraightly charge and command all Lonſtables, Scauengers, Beadles, and other officers within this Citie and 
Liberties thereof, whom theſe may any wap concerne,to vſe all poſſible care and diltgence they may fox the due and caretuil 
execution and p e ot all and euery the laid Articles accoꝛdiug to the true intent and meaning thereof, a to acquaint 
the Loꝛd Mayo: of this City, oz ſome other his Mateſties Juſtices of Peace within the lame of all x euery the parties 
as ſhall be found to offend therein, whereby they # euery ol them may be puni(hed, a dealt wit hall accozding to the qualitie 
ot the offence as the Law in ſuch cale ſball require, Is they andenery of them will anſwer to the contrary at their perils,
